2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 5 and 1 1 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Metcalfe et al. . 

Metoalfe ct al. discloses a method and apparatus that include a system for radially expanding a wellbore casing and dnlling 
the weilbore throudi a formation comprising: means for positioning an expandable casing 1 8, and expansion device 20, and a drilling 
device 22; and means for operating the expansion device and drilling device. The method teaches positioning the expansion and drilling 
devices, and operating the expansion and drilling devices. 

aaims 6.10, and 12-22 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2K3). because the prior art does not teach or fairiy suggest an 
apparatus and method that includes an expandable tubular, an expansion device, a drilling device, and a contt-oller as specifically called 
for in the claims. 

Claims 1-22 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in indusUry. 
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
